LOSE CHURCH 


Criticlsed For Tying Astor-Force 
Matrimonial Knot 


“FEE MADE NO DIFFERENCE” 


Minister Was Willing to Officiate 


Whether He Received a Dollar or 
Nothing — Carpenter-Pastor Feels 
“Abused” at Being Frozen Out— 
Bridal Pair Off on Yacht Honeymoon 
After an Exceedingly Quiet Wedding 


Providence, Sept. 11.—While the 
ante-matrimonal troubles of Colonel 
John J. Astor and Miss Madeleine T. 


| 
Force were terminated when they 
were united at the groom’s home in 
Newport by Rev. Joseph Lambert of 
the Elmwood Temple Congregational 
church of this city, Lambert’s troubles 
seem to be just beginning. 

The great majority of the members 
of Lambert’s congregation are indig- 
nant over the fact that their pastor 
consented to perform the ceremony. 
There are hints that drastic action 
will be taken by the church, and he 
may be dismissed. 

Mr. Lambert said that he expected 
criticism, but that his conscience was 
clear, He said that he had been ap- 
proached by Lawyer Comstock, repre- 
senting Astor, and had been asked 
what he would take to officiate. He 
says he replied that the price to be 
paid was immaterial, and that it made 
no difference whether he should re- 
ceive a dollar or nothing. He re- 
fused to divulge the amount of his 
fee. 

Mr. Lambert defends his course by 
saying that there is nothing in the 
laws of the Congregational church 
which forbids the remarriage of a 
divorced person. He upheld remar- 
riage as a better condition than what 
might exist if prohibition were en- 
forced. 

Mr, Lambert says he had been con- 
sidering the matter for nearly a week. 
The opinion prevails here that Straight 
was approached in order to bring 
Lambert to a definite conclusion. 
Others insist that the bride would 
never consent to be married except 
by a regularly ordained pastor, one 
at present in charge of a congrega- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Rev. Edwin 8. Straight 
the clergyman carpenter, who an- 
nounced that he had been engaged to} 
marry Astor and Miss Force, returned 
from Newport in a state of high in- 
dignation. 

“I think IT have been made a catspaw | 
in this matter,” he said. “I am ter | 
ribly hurt about the whole matter, 
and I feel as if I had been abused all 
the way through.” 

Mr. Straight. says that after go- 
ing to Newport he was notified that 
his services would not be required. © 

Attended by only members of their 
immediate families and a few inti- 
mate friends, Colonel Astor and Miss 
Force were quietly united in marriage. 
Although several days had been spent, 
in what, at times, seemed a fruitless 
quest for a clergyman to marry a 
couple, of whom one had been ai- | 
vorced, Rev. Dr. Lambert performed 
the ceremony. 

The bride was given in marriage; 
by her father, while her sister, Miss 
Katherine Force, was bridesmaid, and 
Colonel Astor’s son, Vincent Astor, 
was his father’s best man. Less than 
a quarter of an hour after the cere- 
mony had been concluded Astor and 
his bride departed on the Astor steam 
yacht Noma for a honeymoon cruise 
in waters known only to the bridal 
couple. 

Seldom has Newport witnessed a 
more unusual marriage. The event 
was surrounded with the utmost se- 
crecy, and not until a half-hour or 
so before the ceremony was actually 
performed was it definitely known 
that the couple would be married 
Saturday. 

Colonel Astor had this to say after 
the ceremony: 

“Now that we are happily married 
I do not care how difficult divorce and 
re-marriage laws are made. I sym- 
pathize heartily with the most 
straight-laced people in most of their 
ideas, but believe re-marriage should 
be made possible, as marriage is the 
happiest condition for the individual 
and the community.”

MOLASSES TANKS BURST 


New Orleafis Streets Are tnundated 
With Sticky Tide 

New Orleans, Sept. 18.-—The 
sweetest thing that ever happened in 
New Orleans occurred when tanks 
containing 5,000,000 gallons of mo- 
lasses burst in the warehouse of the 
Sugar Planters’ Storage company. 

The sticky fluid rolled out in a vast 
gush and spread in all directions. Its 
depth just after leaving the reservoir 
‘was more than ten feet and it reached 
Magazine street, a third of a mile 
away, with a depth of ten inches. 

The weight of the molasses came 
upon two big city water mains and 
the heavy pipe crumbled, adding great 
streams of water to the molasses and 
swelling the volume of the flood. 

In the streets the fire companies, 
the police and the white wings fought 
vainly. Many residences were two 
feet deep in the sticky mass. Bar- 
tenders and small merchants scram- 
bled to the tops of counters. 

Men and women, overtaken in the 
streets, were rescued with difficulty 
and many who fell barely escaped suf- 
focation. 


TORRENT OF BURNING LAVA 


Flood Two Thousand Feet Wide Is 
Pouring Down Mt. Etna 


Catania, Sept. 14.—The eruption of 


Mt. Etna is assuming the proportions | 


of a real disaster, The lava stream, 
whose path crosses the railway line 
circling the voleano, is approaching 
the railway stations to the north, and 
especially threatening the depots at 
Moio and Alcantara, which have been 
abandoned. 

A torrent of burning lava, estimat- 
ed at 2000 feet wide and four feet 
deep, is pouring down the slope, 
moving about half a mile an _ hour. 
Everything in its way has been car- 
ried before it. © 

The eruption means great suffering 
for the peasantry. The slopes of 
Etna have an area of more than 400 
square miles. There are sixty-five 
cities and villages in the entire area, 
and the number of inhabitants which 
obtain an excellent agricultural living 
from the fertile lava beds totals more

MAINE FIGURES 
ARE TANGLED 


Result of Monday’s Vote Not 
Yet Definitely Known 


GOVERNOR 1S HURRYING HOME 


Will Call Special Meeting of Council 
So That Canvass May Be Made of 
Official Returns—Press Returns Say 
Repeal Was Defeated—Secretary of 
State Says Victory Was Gained by 
the “Wet” Force 


Portland, Me., Sept, 14.—The re- 
sult of the vote on the repeal or re- 
tention of Maine’s prohibitory clause 
is still in the balance. 

There is a conflict In figures be- 
tween The Associated Press and the 
office of the secretary of state at Au- 
gusta. 

Secretary of State Davis estimates 
that the state voted to repeal the pro- 
hibitory amendment by 155 votes. 

The Associated Press states on the 
facé of returns in its possession taat 
there exists a majority of 347 for the 
retention of the amendment. 

The secretary of state estimates the 
total vote as “yes” 60,525, “no” 60,- 
$70.. The Associated Press “yes” 60,- 
241, “no” 60,588. 

Among prohibition workers the 
claim that the wet workers are en- 
deavoring to count them out is being 
widely circulated. This claim is 
branded as ridiculous by the state au- 
thorities. 

From New Jersey came word last 
night that Governor Plaisted would 
return at once to help straighten out 
the vote tangle. In a message the 
governor said. that on his arrival he 
would call a special meeting of his 
council so that canvass might be made 
of the official returns from the various 
voting places. 

In the ordinary course of events 
this canvass would not be made until 
Sept. 28. A duplicate set of returns 
to be made public always accompanies 
that sent to the state house for the 
governor and council. 

Figures of the vote may be com- 
piled from the duplicate set, but the 
returns do not become official until 
attested by the governor and council. 

Secretary of State Davis, in a let- 
ter which he made public last night, 
grilled J. R. Libby, one of the big- 
gest merchants in Portland and a 
leader of the prohibition movement. 
Davis’ ire was aroused by a itetter 
which he received from Libby yester- 
day. This communication read: 

“Your people better not attempt any 
count-out business. If so you will 
get yourselves into further disgrace.” 
The letter was addressed to Davis it 
the state house, Augusta. Davis in 
his answer says: 

“I am not surprised at your display 
of this yellow streak. It is worthy of 
the condemnation of every worthy 
citizen.” 

He called Libby a “hypocrite,” and 
quoted an old poem in which a “cow- 
ard” is referred to. 


FLIES BUT TWENTY MILES

Paterson, N. J., Sept. 14.—James

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Out of the Body” 
OBEYED PATIENT'S REQUEST 


Brother Gillette and Sister Sears Con- 
sulted and Prayed Together Before 
They Ended Woman's. Physical 
Torture—Admitted to Ball After Be- 
Ing Held on a Charge of Murder— 
Jury Would Probably Acquit Them 


Kissimmee, Fla., Sept. 14.—Sister 

Sadie L. Marchant, a Shaker, died— 
“passed out of the body”’—on Aug. 22 
last. Sister Elizabeth Sears and 
Brother Egbert B. Gillette, Shakers 
too, characterized like all their fel- 
lows by the attempt of perfect purity 
in thought, word and act, by gentle- 
ness, honesty and obedience to law, 
are now accused of Sister Sadie’s 
murder. 
_ For, seeing her death was inevitable 
from consumption, pitying her frigut- 
ful sufferings, Sister Elizabeth and 
Brother Gillette administered chloro- 
form to Sister Sadie, made her physi- 
cal tortures end in euthanasia, in a 
peaceful, painless death, 

And it was at Sister Sadie’s prayer 
that her loving, sympathetic friends 
administered the anesthetic under 
which she passed from unconscious- 
ness into the hereafter. 

“Before God I think I did right,” 
said Brother Gilette. “My conscience 
is perfectly at ease. If the act was 
unwise, only my great feeling for her 
prompted me to commit it.” 

At a formal hearing yesterday af- 
ternoon Sister Elizabeth and srother 
Gillette were held on the charge of 
murder, Yet Judge Parker took an 
unprecedented step and admitted them 
to bail, Sister Elizabeth in $2000, 
Brother Gillette in $5000, Other mem. 
bers of the colony, which Is near 
Ashton, about nine miles east of this 
city, furnished the bail. 

Public sentiment already favors 
their dismissal by the grand jury, 
and even if indicted it is more than 
doubtful if a jury could be found to 
convict them. There {s no doubt that 
Sister Elizabeth and Brother Gillette 
consulted and prayed together, be- 
fore they yielded to Sister Sadie’s 
prayers to end her misery. 

That the magistrate admitted them 
to bail when accused of a_ capital 
érime makes it*plain that in his opin- 
fon they were far from being actuated 
by any criminal purpose or intent. 

The general opinion here is that 
Sister Sadie’s death was by suicide; 
assisted suicide. 


NEW YORK BROKERS FAIL 


Liabilities Are Estimated at Some- 
thing Over $3,000,000 

New York, Sept. 18.—Van Schaick 
& Co, of the New York stock ex- 
change, the oldest house in the 
street, failed with lMabilities of $3,- 
000,000 to $4,000,000, according to 
the estimate of Elliot Norton, as- 
signee. The firm was started in 
1858, 

Slow collections are said to be the 
primary cause of the failure. The 
present organization, John B. Van 
Schaick and Derby Crandall, was 
formed in 1907. Their offices are at 
7 Wall street, with branches in Jer- 
sey City and Baltimore. 

William H. Jackson, who was 
killed by Paul Giedel, was cashier of 
the firm at the time of his death.

A Big School Opening 


Andover is herself again. The 
entire school life of the town getting 
long sleep is ended, and young life is 
once more the dominating force not 
only in the streets, but in the, most 
important workshops of the town, 
Probably no one of the town’s im- 
portant factories could be removed 
without causing a loss to the town 
fully as great as the loss of either 
of the town’s important schools, but 
because they go on in the steady, 
plodding, persistent way, we have 
become accustomed to consider them 
as parts of the town life never to be 
disturbed in any way whatever. Not 
so with the big private schools; the 
three vacation periods that come to 
them each year take the students 
away for a long enongh time to im- 
press upon the tradespeople and the 
citizens at large, what a factor they 
are in the ordinary business of the 
community. 

They are more than a business fac- 
tor, however, and should be con- 
sidered from the more important po- 
sition than the position of simple dol- 
lars and cents to the community in 
which they are located. They open 
this year with large numbers, with an 
equipment surpassed by no schools 
in the United States, and of such a 
character as to bring pride to not 
only people who are immediately in- 
terested in the schools, but to the 
entire town in which they are located. 

The public schools have usually 
opened the week earlier than the 
academies, but this year we find them 
under way the same week, The ma- 
terial things to be considered in con- 
nection with the public schools seem 
to have centered along the improve- 
ments that have been made at the 
John.-Dove building. These have 
been worked out satisfactorily and 
apparently with somewhat more ef- 
ficiency than has marked some of the 
reconstruction work that has been 
carried on in the public schools dur- 
ing years past, for the building is 
understood to be entirely ready for 
occupancy, everything that was 
planned having been completed dur- 
ing the vacation. This is a credit, 
not only to the committee, but to the 
contractors. The professional side 
of the public school opening shows 
very little change from the condi- 
tions of a year ago. (Several new 
teachers have been engaged, but until 
there is some means devised by which 
towns like Andover are able to hold 
their superior teachers against the 
more flattering offers of larger 
towns and cities, this is a condition 
that is likely to come each school 
year. There is, however, a marked 
change in one respect, and that is 
associated with the superintendency 
of schools, to which Andover has 
called as a successor to the very ef- 
ficient one who had. charge of the 
public education for several years 
past, Mr. George E. Bemis, formerly 
of Norfolk County. Mr. Bemis will 
find a cordial welcome from all sides, 
and: may be assured of the necessary 
support from committee, teachers, 
parents, and citizens, if he has it in 
him to make good. The standard 
set for him has been created by a 
line of superintendents who have 
been growing men in their profes- 
sion. The standard they have set is 
high, and everybody will hope that 
it may be held in that place by the 
present official. Punchard is fortu- 
nate in having at its head the same 
gentleman who made such a success 
in his first year here as principal. 
Mr. Hamblin begins his second year 
encouraged by many things that have 
come out of a very hard and trying 
year, which cannot fail to have in 
them promise and help in the com- 
ing year’s work. 

Phillips is bigger, better, and 
busier. than ever. New buildings, 
beautified grounds, all making for 
larger efficiency in the school’s 
equipment are combined now with a 
larger teaching force than ever, as- 
suring one of the best years that 
this old institution has ever had. 
Probably no institution in the coun- 
try, school or college, can surpass 
in its material equipment from a 
natural standpoint, the wonderful 
layout on Andover hill, and those 
who are at the head of the local in- 
stitution seem to be making marked 
headway in bringing the educational 
standard of Phillips up to as high a 
plane as is made by the natural .ad- 
vantages. 

Abbot is handicapped, and yet not 
handicapped, by the fact that the 
trustees have not yet settled upon 
the new permanent principal to suc- 
ceed Miss Means. Of course, she is 
handicapped by the fact that Miss 
Means has closed her labors here 
and any successor is necessary. The 
old scholars will come back missing 
the gracious presence of the principal 
of the last decade, but they will find 
Miss Kelsey in her place, temporar- 
ily, as acting principal, and one 
whom they have learned to respect 
and honor.

The original idea in the creation of 
a State Highway Board and in the 
construction of state highways was 
to confine such work entirely to the 
country districts. The theory was 
that large communities having local 
trafic demands to care for, sufficient 
to demand first class highways, 
should care for their own highway 
problems themselves. The — state 
would step in and connect these 
larger communities by thoroughfares 
well built and generously maintained. 
That policy has been a fixed policy 
on the part of the state, and under- 
stood by the people of the state for 
many years, 

Boston legislators on several oc- 
casions have had sufficient votes to 
override that policy, and construct, 
at the expense of the state, highways 
within their limits, Perhaps this ex- 
penditure was justified by the condi- 
tions, but certainly the spirit that 
suggests the importance of having 
a man on the State Highway Com- 
mission because the towns are get- 
ting too much of that appropriation, 
is not sound if the policy so long 
maintained is to be- continued, 

If the policy is to be overthrown, 
let it be thrashed out fully and final- 
ly, but for fear it may be over- 
thrown, may we suggest to the coun- 
try newspapers of the Common- 
wealth, the importance of arousing 
local sentiment to combat the in- 
fluence that is pretty powerful when 
it gets to working, which would 
make the thickly settled cities just 
as eligible for state highway work 
and appropriation as are the scattered 
communities.

We have expressed at several dif- 
ferent times our ideas on the Coun- 
cillor nomination in this district.

MANY CHANGES ON HILL | 


Phillips Academy 


Enrolment. 


Phillips Academy begins its one 
hundred and thirty-fourth year this 
week, recitations for all classes be- 
ing- under way on’ Thursday. The 
enrolment will tax the full capacity 
of the school, but owing to the loss 
of Phillips Hall and the fact that the 
trustees have decided that the enrol- 
ment should not exceed 550 men, the 
number will probably be somewhat 
less than the record enrolment last 
year. The éxact figures cannot be 
told until after the fall college exam- 
inations have been held ten days 
hence. 

On the faculty several changes 
have occurred. (Messrs, McCurdy 
and Newton return to resume their 
work in the mathematical depart- 
ment after a year’s leave of absence, 
during which time both men have en- 
joyed travel and study in Europe. 
Mr. Fuess returns to the English de- 
partment after completing his studies 
in Columbia university for his Doc- 
tor’s degree. ‘Mr, Harrington, the 
head. of the Physics department, has 
been called to the head of the Sci- 
ence department in the new Tech- 
nical High School at Newton, and 
his place will be filled by his former 
assistant, Mr. Boyce. Messrs, Gar- 
land and Wyman have taken posi- 
tions in other schools. The new 
men who have joined the force are 
Albert Farnsworth, A.B,, instructor 
in History; Clement A, Yost, A.B., 
instructor in German; Julian S. 
Bryan, A.B., instructor in English; 
Charles A. Cheetham, A.B., assistant 
in Physics and Chemistry, and Eu- 
gene W. Russell, A.B., instructor in 
English and Latin. Mr. Farnsworth 
is a graduate of Brown university, 
where he acted as assistant in the 
History department during his last 
year in college. iMr. Yost is a gradu- 
ate of Bowdoin and Harvard, and 
has had several years’ experience as 
a teacher. Mr. Bryan comes from 
Colgate~ university, where during his 
senior year he was assistant in the 
department of English. ..Mr. Cheet- 
ham @omes diréct from’ his college 
work in Bates college, and Mr. Rus- 
sell, a graduate of Harvard, comes 
from Kingfisher college, Kingfisher, 
Oklahoma, where for the past two 
years he has been filling a position 
in the English department. Word 
has just been received from the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Adwance- 
ment of Teaching that Dr. Karl 
Thure will be the Prussian exchange 
teacher to be located at Phillips 
Academy this coming year. 

On the material side the school 
continues to develop rapidly, Two 
large new dormitories, Day and 
Bishop Halls, are entirely completed 
and in great favor with the students. 
The old Academy, Building has un- 
dergone some further remodeling, 
and the old tower has been removed. 
The recitation rooms remain as be- 
fore, and the building will still serve 
its former useful purposes. The of- 
fices of the principal, the treasurer, 
and the registrar have been moved 
from their former quarters to the 
main floor of the old Seminary Li- 
brary, which will now be known as 
the Administration Building. The 
interior of the building has been en- 
tirely remodeled during the summer, 
and will furnish ideal facilities for 
the offices. mentioned. As all three 
offices will join, the administrative 
work of the school will be immense- 
ly simplified. The upper floor of the 
building, recently vacated by the 
Seminary Library, will eventually 
be fitted for library purposes of the 
‘Academy. Work on the swimming 
pool has progressed steadily, and it 
is expected that the pool will be in 
readiness for use before the end of 
the fall term. 

During the summer word was re- 
ceived that a loyal friend of the 
school would contribute the sum of 
$30,000 for the erection of a school 
infirmary. This building will fill a 
most important place in the school 
life. Plans have already been drawn, 
and are under consideration, and it 
is expected that the work on the 
new structure will begin this fall. A 
member of the class of ’'71 has also 
most generously agreed to remodel 
Pearson Hall, formerly known as 
Bartlet Chapel, the main recitation 
building of the Theological Semin- 
ary. Originally this building was de- 
signed| by the famous architect Bul- 
finch, but in the 70’s it was remod- 
eled for the purpose of providing ad- 
ditional space. Architecturally it is 
wholly out of keeping with the 
school plan, and the proposed change 
will not only restore it to its former 
historic and dignified form, but will 
leave it far more in harmony with 
the other buildings of the school, 
notably the present Dining Hall, also 
a Bulfinch building. 

Extensive changes have been made 
in the grounds and walks of the 
school plant, the most noticeable of 
these being the change in the main 
street adjoining the school property. 
These improvements have been made 
at the expense of the school, the 
railway and the town, and to the 
benefit of all concerned.

| McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Diplomas 


I read in a Scotch paper today of 
twenty diplomas being given to ser- 
vant girls, farmers’ daughters and 
farmers’ wives, in Scotland. These 
precious certificates don’t say that 
these graduates have passed jn Latin, 
Greek,, Hebrew, Geomesay, Astron- 
omy or Domestic Sciétice. The di- 
ploma says that Mary McDonald, 
having attended the lectures on 
dairying and butter making, is here- 
by certified by the Agricultural Col- 
lege to be a practical adept in this 
important department of farm life. 

A few score years ago a deputation 
of Scotch farmers and their wives 
and daughters were sent to Denmark 
to find out how Danish butter was 
made, as this foreign butter com- 
manded a higher price in the market 
than Scotch, English or Irish butter. 
The sensible British farmers did not 
say, “Put a tariff on this Danish 
stuff. They went to Denmark and 
studied how the Danes made this 
good butter. After the report of this 
commission from Denmark, dairy 
schools were started in many dis- 
tricts of Scotland, and practical but- 
ter-making taught. Cows are milked, 
fed and looked after by these butter 
students. Lectures are given by 
competent men and women paid by 
the county. The students have to 
write a certain number of papers on 
the important subjects of cows and 
practical dairying. 

There is a peculiar mania against 
all kinds of farm work in our boys 
and girls. The idea that being a 
clerk in a store or sitting on a stool 
typewriting, or being a bookkeeper 
or bank clerk is far more genteel 
than farm work, is to me one of the 
| saddest phases of our present social 
system, Our American people are 
by this false pride allowing the 
Swede, the Russian, the Italian and 
in many cases the Irish immigrant, 
to own the land of the country, which 
wealth. The negro race are also 
is without doubt the basis of all 
soon to be owners of vast tracts o 
good farming lands. 

To me, the notice of these sensible 
Scottish women and their dairying 
diplomas was the more interesting 
as I knew the fathers and mothers 
of many of them. Observe that when 
these diplomas are given, the grad- 
uates must be practical butter-mak- 
ers, with some gumption, Many of 
them have grammar and high school 
certificates, but they think more 
highly of the last one they got as it 
is almost sure to get them a good, 
honest farmer for a husband, 

Let me not be _ misunderstood. 
There is room for all kinds of honest 
people inthe world. Farmers’ daugh- 
ters in Scotland, after getting their 
high school diploma, go to the nor- 
mal training school for teachers in 
Edinburgh, which gives a high class 
of training for boys and girls who 
are to be the teachers in public 
schools. Then there is the post- 
office and clerical civil service which 
attracts lots of farmers’ boys and 
girls by. the good pay and steady 
work of these departments of the 
government. 

The cry is, back to the land, all 


right, but how few men today know 
how to use a spade or a hoe, or to 
plant a potato. A, farmer’s wife has 
more to do with the success of a 
farm than the farmer has. I saw a 
farmer’s wife the other day; she was 
a handsome woman, but she had 
common sense, and said when we 
were speaking of the loneliness of 
farm life, “I am never lonely; I am 
always busy, and my children, my 
husband, and my cows are always 
good company.” Sensible woman. I 
wonder’ if she ever goes shopping 
and disputes over the price of a-yard 
of muslin. I hope not; I have a 


mania against any woman who says | 


she has been shopping. I can’t help 
it; it is just like a young horse shy- 
ing at a piece of paper in the road. 

There is and will always be a de- 
mand for good butter-makers, good 
school teachers and good wives. A 
good article will sell readily; an in- 
ferior article is not wanted by a ju- 
dicious buyer. 

Read what Paul the tent-maker 
says: “The head is not to despise the 
foot.” So the college professor is 
not to despise the cow-milker; both 
are useful. The fact is that the high- 
ly educated man does not despise the 
Italian digging drains. It is the thing 
with a big swelled head and store 
clothes, a half-educated imbecile, who 
despises any kind of honest labor. 

(Rev. Norman McLeod, the great 
Scotch Presbyterian clergyman, who 
dined often with Queen Victoria, 
knew the kind of women the Scotch 
were. Norman will be known more 
for his exquisite stories like “Wee 
Davie” and “The Starling,” and his 
little songs that appeal to all who 
have seen the heather hills of Scot- 
land and been charmed by its clear 
streams and beautiful lakes. One 
stanza of a bonnie song he gives us 
I quote from memory. A _ Scotch 
servant girl is dying in London; and 
Norman gives us her dying thoughts 
of home: 

“T see the house, the loch, the boat, 

The kye, (cows) my mither’s pride; 
There was nae sic a bonnie place 

In a’ the countrie side.” 

The bonnie lassie then dies and, 
as Norman says, “gings hame to a 
bonnie place.”

THE END OF TUBERCULOSIS 


Consumption—A Disease of the 
Poor. 


By CHARLES C. DURYEB. 

Consumption is distinctly a 
disease of the poor, and it is well 
to look squarely in the face the 
fact that among the poor, who 
constitute a large proportion of 
the total population, diseases 
such as this which develop slow- 
ly and run a comparatively long 
course are apt to have little re- 
medial medical treatment. The 
physician is not called in, as a 
rule, until the disease has devel- 
oped to an extent which inter- 
feres with the daily work of the 
patient. It has then passed, in 
many cases, the stage of reme- 
dial treatment, and even if there 
be hope of recovery the family 
feels itself under the necessity 
of curtailing expenditure in ev- 
ery possible way. This is one 
of the chief reasons why the dis- 
ease is such a drain on commu- 
nity vitality. Why should com- 
munities hesitate to build hos- 
pitals, establish dispensaries and 
employ visiting nurses to stop 
this drain?

These ar- 
ticles will now be collected into one 
bulletin, on vegetable growing, and 
issued as Bulletin No. 5 on Massa- 
chusetts Agriculture.

WARRANT OFFICERS. 


Thoir Grade In the Naval Service and 
the Pay They Draw. 
The grade of warrant officer in the 
navy forms one of those naval castes 
which are puzzling to the civilian, 
says Searchlight Philosophy. 
The warrant officer holds his posi- 
tion by virtue of a warrant issued by 
the secretary of the navy. 
The warrant rank is next below 
that of midshipman and consists of 
boatswains, gunners, carpenters, war- 
rant machinists, sailmakers and phar- 
macists. The pay is graded according 
to the length of service and nature 
of the assignment. 
During the first three years the pay 
on sea duty is $1,500, on shore duty 
$1,125 and on leave or waiting orders 
$875 a year. The pay rises with each 
three years of service until the time of 
service exceeds twelve years, after 
which period the pay reaches $2,250 
while on sea duty, $2,000 on shore duty 
or detached assignments and $1,500 
when on waiting orders or when on 
leave. 
All gunners are not warrant officers, 
but when a gunner has attained a war- 
rant officer’s rank he has, under the 
commissioned ordnance officer, charge 
of the ordnance, magazines, etc. The 
warrant officer gunner is usually an 
apprentice with a good record, ap- 
pointed after examination upon the 
recommendation of the commanding 
officers. 
When the ship’s carpenter is a war- 
rant officer he is chief of all the arti- 
sans and mechanics. This force is 
called the carpenter’s gang and con- 
sists of shipwrights, plumbers, pipe- 
fitters, blacksmiths, painters and car- 
penter’s mates, After ten years’ sery- 
ice the carpenter was formerly com- 
missioned chief carpenter, with the 
rank of ensign. 
The boatswain is one of the most 
important of the warrant officers.. He 
has, under the executive officer, charge 
of the rigging, anchors, cable, cord- 
age, etc. He summons the crew at 
all general evolutions and acts as as- 
sistant to the executive in carrying on 
the general business of the ship. The 
badge of office of the boatswain is his 
call or whistle. 


COLORS AND NERVES. 


Red and Yellow Are Said to Have a 
Stimulating Effect. 

That colors have a profound psycho- 
logical effect on human beings isa 
fact that should be emphasized. Used 
in small quantities, either in the cloth- 
ing or in household decoration, the 
color red, for instance, is most stimu- 
lating, both in the way of helping to 
overcome depression and quickening 
the intellectual processes. But when 
used in any amount it tends to over- 
stimulation, with resultant nerve 
strain. According to a leading Mng- 
lish authority who has made a cire- 
ful study of the psychology of colors, 
there are some people so constituted 
that they become violently excited, fall 
into convulsions or faint if obliged 
even for a short time to look at any- 
thing vividly red. 

The same effect has been noted from 
yellow. Im one instance, the case of 
a man operated on at the age of thir- 
ty years for congenital cataract, it is 
recorded that “the first time he saw 
yellow he became so sick that he 
thought he would vomit.” And that 
yellow has a nerve stimulating effect 
fully comparable with that of red is 
curiously evidenced by the statement 
of a friend of mine, a shrewd observer, 
who says: 

“Whenever the day is overcast or | 
have to do a piece of work calling for 
unusual mental exertion I always wear 
a red or yellow necktie. I find that 
either color has a beneficial effect on 
my thinking apparatus.”—H. Adding- 
ton Bruce in Ainslee’s. 


Bursting Steel. 

An experiment that demonstrated the 
eapacity of steel to endure greater 
pressure than the hardest stone was 
made in Germany. Corundum was cho- 
sen for the stone, and small cubes of 
both substances were placed under 
pressure. A weight of six tons smashed 
the corundum, but forty-two tons were 
required to crush the steel. When the 
steel did give way the effects are de- 
scribed as remarkable. With a loud 
explosion the metal flew into powder, 
and its sparks are said to have bored 
minute holes in the crushing machine.
